WASHINGTON,  (UPD— Space 
agency  officials  said  Sunday  they 
planned  to  go  ahead  with  pro-, 
ject  Gemini  and  programs  aimed 
at  landing  an  American  on  the 
moon  despite  So\iet  Premier  Ni- 
kita Khrushchev’s  apparent  with- 
drawal from  the  moon  race. 

NASA  officials  sajd  Gemini— 

Observers  See 
No  Stoppage 
In  Red’s  Efforts 

MOSCOW,  (UPD  — Observers 
here  said  Sunday  night  they  ex- 
pected no  slackening  in  the 
mentum  of  Russia’s  space  pro- 
gram despite  Soviet  Premier  No- 
kita  S.  Khi'ushchev's  statement 
taking  the  Soviet  Union  out  of 
the  man-on-the-moon  race  with 
the  United  States  in  this  decade. 

Khrushchev  said,  in  remarks 
made  public  in  the  government 
newspaper  Izvestia  this  morning, 
that  if  the  Americans  should  get 
' to  the  moon  before  1970,  goal  of 
the  multi-billion  dollar  U.  S.  Ap- 
ollo project,  “Well,  1 wish  them 
success.” 

His  statement  that  Soviet  sci- 
entists are  not  planning  a man- 
ned moon  flight  in  this  decade  did 
not,  however,  scrub  Soviet  lunar 
projects  or  other  possible  spectac- 
ulars, observers  said. 

The  Soviet  Premier,  asked  whe- 
ther a flight  to  the  moon  by  Sov- 
iet cosmonauts  “has  been  envis- 
aged for  a more  or  less  near  fu- 
ture,” replied  in  carefully  meas- 
ured terms: 

“It  would  be  very  Interesting  to 
make  a trip  to  the  moon  Hsut  I 
cannot  say  now  when  this  will  be 
possible.  At  present  we  are  not 
planning  manned  moon  flights. 
Soviet  scientists  are  working  on 
this  problem.  They  are  studying 
it  precisely  as  a scientific  prob- 
lem, are  conducting  the  necess^lry 
researches. 

“I  have  read  a report  to  the  ef-^ 
feet  that  the  Americans  want  to 
land  a man  on  the  moon  by  1970. 
Well,  I wish  them  success.  And 
we  shall  watch  how  they  fly 
there,  how  they  land,  or  rather 
moon  land,  this  is  the  main  thing, 
how  they  take  off  and  return 
home.  We  shall  take  into  consid- 
eration their  experience.” 

The  President’s  proposal  Sept. 

I for  a Joint  U.  S.-Soviet  effort 
to  reqeh  the  moon,  however,  drew 
a cool  reception  here  on  grounds, 
apparently,  that  the  project 
“premature”  — both  scientifically 
and  politically. 


Harriman  Emphasizes  Foreign  Aid 


The  necessity  for  an  active  for- 
eign aid  program  was  emphasized 
repeatedly  by  Under-Secretary  of 
State  Averell  Harriman  in  an ' 
hour-long  speech  here  Friday 
that  also  touched  on  the  U.  N., 
thethe  cold  war  and  the  test  ban 
treaty. 

THE  FORMER  governor  of 
New  York  and  negotiator  for  the 
U.  S.  in  the  recent  test  ban  treaty 
began  liis  Remarks  by  thanking 
“whoever  put  that  big  Y up  on 
the  mountain,”  He  studied  at 
Yale. 

Governor  Harriman  attacked 
the  “voices  of  surrender”  advoca- 
the  cold  war  and  the  test  ban 
'competition  with  the  Commun- 
sts.” 

“No  slogan,”  he  said,  “has  been 
promoted  more  than  'Yankee,  go 
home,’  but  it  is  impossible  to  un- 
derstand why  Americans  want  to 
do  the  Communist  bidding.  To  do 
so  would  be  to  guarantee  Com- 


munist victory  in  countrj'  after 
country.” 

HE  COMPARED  these  “voices 
of  surrender'  to  those  attacking 
the  Marshall  Plan  when  it  was 
proposed  for  post-World  War  II 
reconstruction  in  Europe.  Be- 
cause of  its  success,  he  stated 
Stalin  turned  to  the  Fai-  East 
leaving  “few  achievements”  In 
Asia,  Africa  and  Latin  America. 

“Khrushchev  thought  to  take 
over  Africa  when  it  turned  on  its 
colonial  masters,”  said  the  war 
time  ambassador  to  Russia.  “In- 
stead he  has  been  thrown  out  of 
Iraq,  out  of  Egypt.  He  has  only 
Castro,  a tarnished  trophy  for  his 
May  Day  Parade,  to  show  as  a 
success  in  Latin  America.” 

HE  STABBED  at  the  foreign 
aid  cuts  made  in  Congress  say- 
ing, ‘Tt  makes  no  sense  to  spend 
53  billion  dollars  on  defense  and 
then  refuse  to  spend  even  eight 
per  cent  of  that  on  the  Cold  War 
in  the  rice  paddies  of  Asia,  the 


jungles  of  Africa,  the  high  pla- 
teaus of  South  America.” 

The  test  ban  treaty,  he  feels, 
will  benefit  Russia  in  tliat  the 
money  can  be  spent  on  building 
up  their  consumer  economy.  Av- 
oiding nuclear  war  is  one  area' 
we  have  In  common  with  Russia, 
"however,  we  must  believe  Khru- 
shchev when  he  says  there  is  no 
coexistence  in  ideology.” 

HJl  WARNED  against  looking 
on  the  treaty  as  leading  us  “into 
the  millennium.  Competition  may 
intensify  in  some  parts  of  the 
world.” 

. TWe  must  share  with  under- 
developed countries,”  Governor 
Harriman  said,  pointing  out  the 
thrCe-fold  increase  in  Japanese 
trade. 

“WE  HAVE  a moral  obliga- 
tion,” he  said  passionately.  God 
has  given  us  resources,  genius. 
To  sit  here  and  do  nothing  is  sel- 
fish. It  is  unthinkable  that  Amer- 
ica would  descend  so  low.” 


orbiting  two  astronauts  in  one 
space  capsule — and  the  moon  pro- 
grams will  continue  on  schedule. 

But  Senate  Republic  leader  Ev- 
erett M.  Dirkson,  111.,  said  Khru- 
shchev's Moscow  statement  Sat- 
urday has  given  opponents  of  the 
Apollo  moon-shot  program  new 
ammunition. 

Strong  supporters  of  the  ad- 
ministration’s plan  to  man  the 
moon  by  1970  were  worried.  Rep. 
Olin  Teague,  D.-Tex.,  second- 
ranking  member  of  the  House 
Space  Committee,  was  one  of 
them. 

“I’m  afraid  this  will  hurt  our 
moon  program — maybe  not  this 
year  in  Congress — but  next  year,” 
Teague  said.  “I  wouldn’t  be  sur- 
prised if  Khrushchev  is  just  try- 
ing to  make  us  drop  our  guard.” 

Both  Teague  and  Dirksen  said 
the  moon  program  might  be  too 
far  along  to  turn  back  now. 

“I  can’t  say  exactly  what  we’ll 
do  about  it,”  Dirksen  said.  “We’re 
pretty  well  committed  now.” 

He  added,  however,  that  Khru- 
shchev's announcement  “certataly 
re-enforces  Dr.  (Linus)  Pauling’s 
argument.” 

Pauling,  the  Nobel  prize-win- 
ning California  chemist,  attacked 
Kennedy  administration  moon 
plans  last  week,  saying  the  mon- 
ey would  be  better  spent  on 
health  research. 

While  NASA  officials  said  pro- 
grams were  proceeding  on  sche- 
dule, they  noted  that  the  Apollo 
program  has  always  been  flexi- 
ble. In  a statement  Saturday, 
NASA  administrator  James  E. 
Webb  noted  Apollo  had  "a  brake 

5 well  as  a throttle.” 

One  NASA  source  said  Khru- 
shchev might  bo  abandoning  the 
moon  race  with  the  United  States 
but  that  the  Soriet  leader  did  not 
indicate  Russia  was  ending  her 
drive  to  be  able  to  land  a man  on 
the  moon  eventually. 

Dirksen  said  he  has  always  sup- 
ported former  President  Dwight 
Eisenhower’s  view  that  U.  S.  en- 
try in  a race  to  the  moon  should 
be  delayed  until  the  nation  is  in 
sounder  financial  shape.

The  j'oung  Brazilian  girl  nam- 
ed Pluvydico  . arrives  from  the 
coutitiy  to  stay  with  her  city 
cousin,  Serafina.  during  Carnival 
time  in  Rio  de  Janeiro.  She 
befriended  by  a handsome  trolley 
car  conductor,  Orpheus,  and  Pier 
mes.  guardian  of  the  power  plant, 
at  the  end  of  the  line.  Orpheus  is 
attracted  to  Eurydicc.  despite  his 
engagement  to  Mira. 

Eurydicc  is  fleeing  from  a man 
from  her  home  town  whom  she 
fears  wants  to  kill  her.  To  relieve 
her  anxiety,  Serafina  takes  Eu- 
rydico  to  the  rehearsal  for  the 
Carnival  w'here  Orpheus  dances 
with  her.  enraging  the  jealous 
Mira. 

A man  costumed  as  Death  sud- 
denly appears  and  frightens  Eu- 
rydice.  She  flees  and  is  about  to 
hr'  o\  ('rtala  ti  by  Death  when  Or- 
.pheo'  arrives  and  rescues  her.  He 
takes  her  to  his  small  house  on 
the  fop  of  a mountain  overlook- 
ing Rio  for  safekeeping  where 
th<  y fall  \'iolcntly  in  love. 

Serafina  allows  Emydice  t& 
wear  her  veiled  costume  to  the 
Carnival  and  so  disguised.  Eury- 
dice  is  able  to  dance  with  Orph- 
eus. Unknown  to  the  lovers, 
Death  follows  them  along  the 
path  of  the  Carnival.  When  Mira 
discovers  it  is  Eurydice  dancing 
with  Orpheus,  she  tries  to  kill 
her.  Eurydice  runs  aimlessly 
through  the  Carnival  crowds  un- 
til .she  sees  Plermes  who  sends 


lier  to  the  power  plant  to  wait  for 
Orpheus. 

Death  follows  here  there  until 
he  corners'  ’her  oh  a catwalk  in 
the  darkened  building.  As  Or- 
pheus arrives  and  pulls  a switch 
to  lighten  the  room,  Eurydice  is 
accidentally  electrocuted.  Simul- 
taneously, he  is  knocked  uncon- 
scious by  Death. 

When  he  recovers,  his  refusal 
to  believe  that  Eurydice  is  dead 
loads  him  to  a search  ending  in  a 
Macumba  ceremony,  guarded  by 
the  dog  Cerberus.  Here  a wierd 
native  ritual  uses  mediums  to 
commune  with  the  spirits. 

Orpheus  is  told  by  his  lover 
not  to  look  back  at  her  or  she 
will  disappear  forever.  Unable  to 
resist  the  temptation  of  gazing  on 
his  loved  one  once  more.  Orpheus 
looks  back,  only  to  discover  an 
old  woman  kneeling  at  his  feet. 

Finally  accepting  her  death,  Or- 
pheus finds  her  body  at  the 
morgue  and  carries  it  to  the  top 
of  his  mountain,  where  Miro  tries 
to  destroy  him  by  hurling  rocks 
at  him.  Theie  Orpheus  falls  off 
the  precipice  with  his  Eurydice 
in  his  arms.  The  lovers  are  fin- 
ally reunited  in  death. 

The  immoital  love  story  of  Eu- 
lydice  and  Orpheus  is  given  new 
life  as  Orpheus’  young  protege, 
Zeca,  takes  pos.session  of  his  gui- 
tar and  plays  until  dawn,  causing 
the  sun  to  rise  on  a new  day. 

“Black  Orpheus”  was  the  Grand 
Prize  winner  at  the  Cannes  Film 
Festival  in  1959.  Special  show 
times  at  the  Cinema  are  4,  6,  and 
8 p.m.,  Mon.  and  Wed.,  184  JKB.

New  Spelling  Approach 
Being  Studied  By  BYU 


f A two-year  i-esearch  program  to  detennine  the  most 
effective  instruction  method  in  spelling  is  being  caiu-ied  out 
))v  BYU. 

Dr.  Edwin  Read,  director  of  the  Laboratory  School,  said 
the  purpose  is  to  determine  if  the  individualized  approach  to 
spelling  instruction  is  more  effective  than  the  whole-class 
approach  in  the  elementary  grades. 

FORTY  CLASSROOMS  in  Provo,  Nebo  and  Iron  County 
School  Districts  are  being  tested,  20  by  each  method. 

The  project,  now  in  its  second  year,  is  directed  by  Ruel 
Allred,  principal  of  the  Laboratory  School,  and  Louise  Baird, 
curriculum  writer  at  the  school,  with  the  assistance  of  faculty 
of  the  elementary  grades  , 

THE  STUDY  IS  PART  of  a continuous  progress  plan 
giving  a new  approach  from  kindergarten  to  college,  Dr. 
Read  said. 

In  the  research  the  whole-class  approach  employs  2,996 
words  most  commonly  used  in  children’s  writing  organized 
into  six  levels  according  to  frequency.  Each  grade  is  assigned 
specific  words  which  are  broken  into  weekly  spelling  lists. 

THE  INDIVIDUALIZED  approach  uses  4,042  words 
With  the  objective  of  teaching  principles  that  will  aid  the 
student  in  spelling  many  other  words.  The  children  take  three 
diagnostic  surveys  which  help  isolate  kinds  of  spelling  errors 
made  by  each  child.  Each  then  receives  special  help. 

The  program  allows  students  to  acquire  spelling  vocab- 
ulary at  their  most  efficient  rate  of  lear-ning.  Dr.  Read  com- 
mented. The  program  is  to  be  completed  in  October  1964.
